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Jubilee Clock Tower Dedicated to Commemorate Shelton State’s Fiftieth Anniversary 


Shelton State culminated their Fiftieth 
Anniversary Jubilee Celebration with the dedi- 
cation of the Jubilee Clock Tower on 
Wednesday, April 23. Over the past eight 
months, faculty, staff, students, alumni and the 
West Alabama community have celebrated 
Shelton State’s 
long history of 
academic excel- 
lence, career and 
technical 
achievement, and 
community serv- 
ice. Each month 
has focused on a 
different, impor- 
tant aspect of 
Shelton State’s 
history and the 
finale, the clock 
tower dedication, 
featured “Our 
Students - Our Future.” 

The ceremony featured student musi- 
cians and leaders, comments from Sandra Ray, 
Alabama State Board of Education District VII, 
remarks from Dr. Roy Johnson, Chancellor of 
the Alabama College System and concluded 
with the inaugural ringing of the bells and a 
lunch on the grounds.

“We are extremely excited to see this 
symbol of Shelton State’s reverence and 
respect for the past and hopefulness for the 
future come to fruition. The dedication cere- 
mony capped off our Jubilee celebration and 
focused on ‘Our Students - Our Future.’ It will 
serve as a symbol of our dedication to our stu- 
dents and the future of West Alabama,” said 
Rick Rogers, president of Shelton State 
Community College.

has been a leader in the carillon industry since 
1795. Examples of carillon installments include: 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, NY; Clemson University 
- S.C.; National Shrine, D.C.; Birmingham 
Southern College; and University of North 
Alabama. The 50’ tall tower includes twenty- 
four cast bronze bells, four back-lit clocks, 
each six feet in diameter, and carillon instru- 
ments with fully automatic operation. Along 
with traditional clock chime melodies and hour 
strikes variations, the clock tower offers the 
opportunity for an individual to play live from 
within the atrium or record performances for 
special occasions.

Shelton State Community College is 
partnering to bring additional workforce devel- 
opment resources to West Alabama. The West 
Alabama Center for Workforce Development, 
which is under the guidance of the Workforce 
Development 
Advisory Board 
and the direction 
of Susan Miller, 
is located on 
Shelton State’s 
Martin Campus. 

The Center’s 
purpose is to 
provide quality 
employment and 
training services 
for employers 
and job seekers 
at all levels. 

The Center for Workforce Development 
will provide a single access point for job seek- 
ers and employers functioning as a clearing- 
house for workforce development information. 
Their goal is to offer additional employment and 
training resources, enhance and expand cur- 
rent resources and to comprehensively provide 
the community an increased capacity for work- 
force development. 


While connecting people with industry 
and essential training, the center will also 
respond to the need to back fill entry level posi- 
tions that have been vacated through technical 
training. As West Alabama experiences an 
increase and expansion of manufacturing relat- 
ed companies, it is crucial that the gap 
between growing industry needs and workforce 
development capabilities is filled. 

Miller, who will oversee the daily opera- 
tions of the West Alabama Center for 
Workforce Development, is originally from the 
Tuscaloosa area. She has over fifteen years of 
management and leadership experience in 
Workforce Development and extensive knowl- 
edge of Career Center management 
and operations. As Executive 
Director/CEO of the Private Industry 
Council in the Florida Panhandle, 
she was responsible for contract 
and fiscal management of federal 
and state workforce development 
grants totaling over a million annu- 
ally. For the past six years, her pri- 
mary role was to develop, design 
and implement One-Stop Delivery 
Systems. Miller’s experience 
extends beyond management however, having 
served four years as a Career Center Manager 


and prior to that an extensive background as a 
Career Counselor. 

“As director of the Center for Workforce 
Development of West Alabama, I see my main 
focus as enhancing and linking the resources 
that are currently available, and increasing the 
overall workforce development capacity for the 
area,” Miller said. 

“The creation of the Center for Workforce 
Development is a result of the college respond- 
ing to the community’s needs, which is truly 
our mission,” said Rick Rogers, Shelton State 
president. “And Ms. Miller’s years of service 
give her a unique perspective and understand- 
ing of the issues facing workforce develop- 
ment. We know that she will 
be an asset to the West 
Alabama area, and look for- 
ward to her direction in this 
endeavor,” Rogers added.

DEAN HUMPHREY LEE, who has served in 
Student Services at Shelton State for over 
twenty-eight years, was recently honored by 


Former Shelton State baseball player, 
Russ Davis, was inducted into the Alabama 
Junior and Community College Conference Hall 
of Fame during the 15th Annual Hall of Fame 
Banquet on July 1st in Foley, Alabama. 

Davis came to Shelton State from 
Hueytown High School in 1988. He led his team 
to a runner-up finish in the 
AJCCC tournament, a 35-7 
overall record and a 20-0 
Division record. He also set a 
Shelton State single-season 
homerun record (14) which 
still stands. He batted .347 for 
the season with 46 RBIs. 

Davis was selected for the 
AJCCC All-Conference Team. 

After only one year in the community 
college ranks, Davis was drafted in the 29th 
round and assigned to the New York Yankees’ 
Farm Club System. He made a name for himself 
as a power-hitting third baseman. He was 
called up as a defensive replacement for Don 


the Alabama College System Deans of Student 
Affairs Association as the Student Services 
Officer of the year for 2003-2004. 

Despite the recent attention, Lee main- 
tains that, “This is a team award. I have the 
opportunity to network within the association 
and build upon their strengths and there is no 
way that I could do what I do without my stu- 
dent services team and the dedication of Susan 
Mohun, Diane Layton and their staffs,” said 
Lee. 

PHILIP COLEMAN, Shelton State Adult Student 
Services Coordinator, was recognized for his 
work in adult recruitment by the Men Of 
Integrity at a ceremony on February 21st. 

Men Of Integrity is a non-profit organi- 
zation that helps sponsor young children in the 
community. Coleman received the lifetime 
achievement award for his efforts in making the 
community a better place. 

PRESIDENT RICK ROGERS attended the 35th 
annual Harvard University Graduate School of 
Education Institute for Educational 
Management (IEM) during July. Rogers was 
chosen from a large pool of college and univer- 
sity senior-level administrators based on his 
scope of responsibility, depth, and potential for 
continued leadership. The program focused on 
the qualities necessary for effective leadership, 
especially during times of major institutional 
change. 

In July, DR. BRUCE BIZZOCO was a guest lec- 
turer at the National Coaches College, a part of 
the United States Fencing Association, at the 
U.S. Olympic Training Center in Colorado 
Springs. He lectured each day on the history of 
the sword starting with stone weapons and fin- 
ishing with modern foils and sabers. 

LEWIS DRUMMOND, SR. was named Executive 
Director of the Shelton State Foundation on 
February 1. A graduate of the University of 
Alabama, he retired from IBM Corporation 
where he managed the Higher Education 
Industry Group. He has served as Director of 
Planning and Commercial Development for the 
City of Northport and received the Northport 
Citizen-of-the-Year Award in 1995. 


Mattingly in 1994. Davis hit his first major 
league homerun off Detroit pitcher, David 
Wells, in 1995. 

Davis was traded to the Seattle 
Mariners in 1996. In 1998, he posted career 
bests in four categories: games (144); runs (68); 
doubles (30); and he nearly eclipsed his career 
total for RBIs (94) with 82 on the season. 
Sporting News named Davis the Top AL West 
third baseman in its post-season wrap-up. 

Davis holds the distinction of the very first play- 
er to hit a homerun at Seattle’s SAFECO field. 

The year 2000 brought a trade to the 
San Francisco Giants. Davis retired in 2001 to 
spend time with his family. He currently resides 
in Birmingham with his wife, Adryne, and their 
children. 

“We are so proud of Russ and are very 
excited about this distinction. We are honored 
that we were able to serve as a stepping stone 
to such a successful career,” said Rick Rogers, 
Shelton State president.

Dr. Todd said, “Phyllis and I had heard 
of similar awards at other schools and wanted 
to see a comparable program in our community 
that recognized the work of educators. Shelton 
State’s faculty has done a remarkable job of 
providing opportunities to advance the lives of 
so many students; students that might have 
been lost otherwise.” 

“The enthusiasm and cordiality of the 
faculty at Shelton is apparent as soon as you 
walk in the door,” adds Mrs. Todd. 

Married for 44 years, John and Phyllis 
Todd first met in Birmingham when he was a 
resident at University Hospital and she was 
completing her RN degree from University 
Hospital School of Nursing. After serving as a 
Captain in the U.S. Air Force and receiving his 
board certification in Internal Medicine, they 
arrived in Tuscaloosa in 1963. 

“After serving in the Air Force in New 
Foundland and at McDill Air Force Base, Phyllis 
and I made the trip here to establish my prac- 
tice,” said Todd. 

Bringing two small children with them 
(two more would be added later), Dr. Todd 
practiced medicine at his Hargrove Road office 
for 25 years with his wife’s support as office 
manager and occasional nurse. 

Mrs. Todd says, “Even when John was

in practice we were involved with the education 
of young people through what was called the 
‘Diversified Occupation Program.’ Our nursing 
staff would act as mentors to these high school 
students who were interested in health 
careers.” 

As they 
talk, it becomes 
apparent that Dr. 
and Mrs. Todd 
take their 
involvement with 
Shelton State as 
a personal one. 

They tell stories 
of running into 
students at grad- 
uation ceremonies that they first knew at 
McDonald’s ; young people they had encour- 
aged to pursue additional educational opportu- 
nities after high school. “I ran into one of these 
young women not long ago. Now she’s an 
English teacher in Perry County,” said Mrs. 

Todd with a touch of satisfaction creeping into 
her voice. 

Established in 1984, the Shelton State 
Foundation is one of the oldest community col- 
lege foundations in Alabama and one of the 
largest. “The Foundation offers at least 23 
endowed scholarships each year as well as 
supporting many other activities and projects at 
the school,” Drummond stated. “But we want 
to do more. We want to get into the hearts and 
minds of this community as they make their gift 
and estate plans. We’re setting targets now for 

the Foundation’s 25 th anniversary and need the 
support of individuals, businesses and estate 
planners to achieve our goals.” 

While plans are underway for the future, 
the Foundation’s mission remains clear - to 
help make quality, affordable education avail- 
able to the people of West Alabama.
